HOW TO KETßENCH 


Was Discussed By the A, 0 . U. 
W. Grand Lo d^e. 


NO ACTION WAS TAKEN. 


Probability That Representation to 
Fu tu re Grand Lodg *es Will 
Be Redu ced. 


The second day ’s session of the 
A . O. U. W . g rand lodg e of Mis­ 
sou ri 
was called to order at 9 
o’clock this morning by the g rand 
master workman, W m . H . Miller, 
of St. Lou is, bu t it was some time 
before the deleg ates ceased stroll­ 
ing into the cou rt room in ones and 
twos. 
D u ring last nig ht and the early 
m orning hou rs there was no little 
bu tton-holing u pon the part of the 
different candidates for the 
re­ 
spectiv e g rand ^offices, 
the only 
g entleman who had nothing to do 
in this direction being H enry W . 
Mey er, of St. Lou is, candidate for 
g rand recorder, who has no oppo­ 
sition. 
The election of officers was the 
special order for this morning , bu t 
it was sidetracked in order that the 
deleg ates n^’^ h t discu ss a proposed 
redu ction in the salaries of some of 
the officeholders. 
The g entlemen elected at this 
meeting will serv e for the nex t 
tw o y ears, and as the salaries can­ 
not be redu ced after election, it 
was decided to dispose of the pro­ 
posed redu ction the first thing to­ 
day — or, 
rather, 
after nu merou s 
resolu tions had been 
introdu ced 
and referred to their proper com­ 
mittees. 
The qu estion opened u p a wide 
field for discu ssion, which occu ­ 
pied nearly the entire forenoon, 
w ith the resu lt that the g rand lodg e 
decided to make no chang e w hat­ 
ev er in that qu arter— at least not 
at this meeting . 
The g ist of the remarks, how­ 
ev er, indicated a desire u pon the 
part of the deleg ates for retrench­ 
ment and reform at some point, bu t 
ju st where they were not prepared 
to say . 
Howev er, the iJ ^ :.: o cr at is in­ 
formed that the deleg ates g ener­ 
ally conô ede that the g rand lodg e 
as at present constitu ted, it requ ir­ 
ing 425 deleg ates to represent 22,- 
000 W orkm en in Missou ri, is in­ 
consistent, when it is remembered 
that less than one-third of that 
nu mber of 
representativ es look 
after the interests of the entire 
state of Missou ri in the g eneral as­ 
sembly . 
It is qu ite likely the rep­ 
resentation to fu tu re meeting s of 
the g rand lodg e will be materially 
redu ced, thu s sav ing no inconsid­ 
erable su m to the order. 
This conclu ded the forenoon ses­ 
sion, and the conv ention adjou rned 
u ntil‘2 o’clock p. m., when it is 
ex pected the election of officers 
will be taken u p. 
The m atter of establishing a 
home for the A . O. U. W . is be­ 
ing pretty g enerally discu ssed by 
the deleg ates, bu t it is said no 
action will be taken by the g rand 
lodg e before tomorrow. 
Ano ther matter that is being 
w idely discussed is the lo catio n o f 
permanent headquarters fo r the o r­ 
der, and this, to o , is ex pected to 
co me up fo r final dispo sitio n to - 
mo ro w. 
Fo r bo th the ho me and the per- 
manent headquarters^ there 
are 
sev eral applicants, but as to which 
city has the larg est number o f ad- 


v ocates no one can tell u ntil a v ote 
is taken. 
The bu siness of the sev enteenth 
biennial meeting will not be con­ 
clu ded before Friday afternoon. 


A t 3:3o o’clock this afternoon 
the election of officers was in pro­ 
g ress. 
All of the candidates for 
the v ariou s 
offices were 
being 
v oted for on a blanket ballot, and 
the resu lt will not be known before 
6 o’clock p. m. 
This disposed of, the rev ision 
committee will report, and it 
in 
said will recommend an entire re­ 
v ision of the laws that now g ov ern 
the order. 
A nig ht session will be held to­ 
morrow nig ht, and a smoker will 
also be g iv en in honor of the dele­ 
g ates at Liederkrinz hall tomorrow 
nig ht.

Gwing to the inclement weather

It seems hardly wise on the part 
of the administration or those pre­

Am erican” and “ German-Ameri­ 
can” elements, and tlierefore un­ 
worthy of 
serious consideration. 
In the first place, says the W ash­ 
ington Post, this sympathy is not 
confined to the classes mentioned. 
In the second place, even if it were 
so confined, that fact would !H>t 
is particularly 
sad. 


For some months irregularities 
have been occurring in the Mount 
Leonard postoflice, and the matter 
culminated Saturday evening in the 
arrest of Samuel E. Dowden, dep­ 
uty postmaster, say» the Marshall 
Democfat-News. 
The arrest was 
made on three charges, viz : Forg­ 
ery, embezzlement and the issuing 
of false money orders.

He was taken to the hotel Satur­ 
day night and left, in charge of the 
oHicer, for Kansas City, Sunda) ^ 
morning, witliout having been al­ 
lowed to see his family. 
It. is ru­ 
mored, since the arrest, that the 
young man was considerably in 
debt, and he is accused of having 
issued money orders to merchants 
here to pay his bills. 
Mr. Dowden has 
always been 
looked upon as a thoroughly relia­ 
ble 
and 
straightforward 
young 
m iiti, and the charges in this cate 
will be a great surprise to his ac- 
((uaintaiices, of whom lie has 
a 
great many in this place. 
The af- 
as 
Mr. 
entitle it to tliu contempt of the 
administration. 
The truth 1.- ti.at 
a very large rrajority of the A m er­ 
ican people,including those of pure 
Anglo-Saxon 
descent, side 
with 
the Boers in this struggle and de­ 
voutly hope that they will preserve 
their liberties at last. 
W e do not 
need to go to Ireland or Germany 
for our Boer sympathies. 
W e de­ 
rive them from the facts of history 
and the assurances of British pub­ 
lic men. 
The administration will 
not strengthen itself by belittling 
honest men because of tiieir honest 
opinions. 
It may easily come to 
grief, however, by too great a dis­ 
play of its own preference for wluit 
most of our people regard as 
a 
wicked and ignoble cau^e.

of Jackson 
county. 
The 
United States cir cuit cour t of ap­ 
peals took the same view of the 
law 
in 
another case about two 
year s ago. 
The decision invalidates about 
$40,000 of sewer bills issued by the 
city of W^'estpcr t. 
The title of the case was Owen 
vs. Baer , and H. C. W ar d r epr e­ 
sented the successful par ties.
